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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids,  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the 
value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional 
advance  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid 
would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dis- 
pute arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either 
decide  the  same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer 
of  each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when 
so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount 
for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.  dL  A  deposit  at 
the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the 
purchase  prices  as  may  be  required.  (H,  If  the  two  foregoing  conditions 
are  not  complied  with,  the  lot  or  lots  so  purchased  may  at  the  option 
of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

4.  Risk  after  Purchase.  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auc- 
tioneer's hammer,  and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers' 
risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the  Association  is  responsible  for 
the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire,  breakage,  how- 
ever occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

5.  Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made 
only  upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the 
sale. 

6.  Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of 
a  receipted  bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be 
recognized  and  honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  deliv- 
ery to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill 
is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer 
should  immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

7.  Storage  in  Default  of  Prompt  Payment  and  Calling  for 
Goods.  Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  pur- 
chaser or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be 
turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and 
stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to 
the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other 
charges  will  be  charged  against  the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or 
damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will  be  upon  the  pur- 
chaser, d.  In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid 
in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association 
and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation  in  these 
conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots  included 
in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale 
thereof  or  to  re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further 
notice  for  the  account  of  the  buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible 
for  any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses  sustained  in  so  doing. 


8.  Shipping.  Shipping,  boxing  or  wrapping  of  purchases  is  a  business 
in  which  the  Association  is  in  no  wise  engaged,  but  the  Association 
will,  however,  afford  to  purchasers  every  facility  for  employing  at 
current  and  reasonable  rates  carriers  and  packers:  doing  so,  however, 
without  any  assumption  of  responsibility  on  its  part  for  the  acts  and 
charges  of  the  parties  engaged  for  such  service. 

9.  Guaranty.  The  American  Art  Association  guarantees  that  each 
and  every  lot  in  the  present  sale  has  been  fairly  and  accurately  de- 
scribed. And  the  buyer  is  allowed  whatever  time  is  needed  in  order 
to  verify  descriptions  as  given  in  the  catalogue.  The  guaranty  does 
not,  however,  cover  ordinary  repairs,  e.  g.,  mending  portions  of 
armor,  restrapping,  reriveting,  replacement  of  buckles,  or  retouching 
black  armor  when  the  color  has  been  cleaned  away:  or  mending,  or 
even  replacing  grips,  or  strings.  Dates  here  given  are  approximate: 
before  each  year  number  the  word  "about"  is  understood. 

10.  Records.  The  records  of  the  auctioneer  and  the  Association  are 
in  all  cases  to  be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases 
be  accepted  by  both  buyer  and  seller  as  the  value  against  which  all 
claims  for  losses  or  damage  shall  lie. 

11.  Buying  on  Order.  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Association  for  re- 
sponsible parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph,  or 
telephone,  if  conditions  permit,  will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without 
charge  or  commission.  Any  purchases  so  made  will  be  subject  to  the 
foregoing  conditions  of  sale,  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or  for  a  purchaser  who  has  not 
through  himself  or  his  agent  been  present  at  the  exhibition  or  sale,  the 
Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be  returned  within  ten  days  from 
the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be  refunded  if  the  lot 
differs  from  its  catalogue  description,  dl.  Orders  for  execution  by  the 
Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as  to  leave  no  room 
for  misunderstanding.  Not  only  should  the  lot  number  be  given, 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot, 
and  when  the  lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects 
of  art,  the  bid  per  volume  or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one 
transmitting  the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Association,  a  deposit  must 
be  sent  or  reference  submitted.

THE  present  sale  contains  sixteen  lots  which  are  traced  to  the 
royal  armory  of  Dresden  and  formed  part  of  the  personal  or 
state  equipment  of  the  Saxon  rulers  of  the  late  XVI  and  the  early 
XVII  century,  at  an  epoch  when  the  court  of  Christian  I,  Christian  II 
and  Johann  George  was  perhaps  the  most  luxurious  in  armor  and  arms 
of  any  kingdom  of  Europe.  Together  with  them  are  nine  lots 
which  belonged  to  an  ancient  armory  of  a  member  of  the  family  of  Saxe- 
Weimar;  four  lots  which  formed  part  of  the  collection  of  Prince  Carl  of 
Prussia;  about  twenty-five  lots  of  miscellaneous  provenience;  all  of  the 
above  to  be  identified  separately  in  the  present  descriptions. 

The  remainder  of  the  collection  (261  lots),  whose  origin  is  here 
not  specifically  noted,  is  of  princely  provenience  and  is  now  received  by 
the  American  Art  Association  for  public  sale.  These  objects  were  cata- 
logued many  years  ago  by  Dr.  Camillo  List,  Custos  of  the  Imperial 
Collection  of  Armor  at  Vienna,  whose  identifications  have  been  freely 
translated  in  the  following  pages. 

An  unusual  feature  of  the  present  catalogue  is  this, — that  of  four- 
fifths  of  the  objects  no  pedigree  is  given,  tracing  them  to  various  collec- 
tions through  the  sales  of  the  past  hundred  years, — as,  it  may  be  recalled, 
was  done  in  the  case  of  numerous  arms  in  the  Keasbey  collection  dispersed 
by  this  Association  in  1924  and  1925, — incidentally,  without  even  then 
tracing  many  of  them  back  to  their  original  source.  The  present  objects, 
on  the  other  hand,  have  been  derived  directly  from  their  primitive 
"habitat,"  so  to  speak. 

The  authenticity  of  the  objects  in  this  sale,  then,  is  expressly  guaran- 
teed by  the  American  Art  Association,  and  the  present  descriptions  may 
be  accepted  as  just  and  accurate  {cf.  guaranty  on  p.  9). 

That  ancient  armor  and  arms  of  high  quality  are  among  the  most 
zealously  sought  for  and  the  rarest  of  art  objects  needs  no  present 
discussion.  In  the  latter  regard  a  review  of  catalogues  of  public  sales 
demonstrates  there  have  been  in  the  United  States  no  more  than  a  dozen 
auctions  of  especial  interest  during  the  past  sixty  years.  And  a  similar 
review  of  these  catalogues  makes  it  clear  that  the  present  collection  is 
preeminent  in  certain  directions,  viz.,  It  contains: 

I.  The  most  complete  series  of  early  guns  and  pistols  of  high  artistic 
merit, — some  of  them  unexcelled  for  their  period  in  any  of  our  collections, 
public  or  private.  In  numerous  instances  the  preservation  of  these  objects 
is  complete,  even  to  the  original  bluing  of  barrels. 

II.  Excellent  specimens  of  enriched  armor.  Including  a  gilded  and 
engraved  Saxon  morion  of  1590  from  the  atelier  of  Pfeffenhauser,  an 
engraved  and  gilt  morion  of  the  state  guard  of  Christian  II,  no  less  than 
five  richly  etched  morion-cabassets,  all  of  different  types,  of  1 550-1 580, 
and  a  princely  corselet  with  its  red-satin  garniture  of  the  time  of 
Marlborough. 


III.  Several  Gothic  pieces  of  high  interest,  including  a  graceful  and 
well  preserved  salade  of  the  late  XV  century:  a  splendid  knightly  sword  of 
similar  date,  with  ajoure  pommel,  well  nigh  unique  in  retaining  a  rich 
scabbard. 

IV.  A  series  of  early  types  of  cannon,  the  like  of  which,  for  over  a 
century  at  least,  has  never  appeared  in  a  public  sale,  not  here  only 
but  abroad, — for  artillery  in  the  nature  of  things  was  governmental  prop- 
erty and  was  rarely  sold.  Indeed,  few  ancient  arsenals  possess  the  certain 
types  of  cannon,  with  their  original  carriages,  which  are  here  represented. 

V.  Among  its  suits  of  armor  a  three-quarter  suit  for  a  youth, 
together  with  several  excellent  early  harnesses. 

VI.  A  group  of  hunting  arms  of  high  quality,  guns,  boar  spears, 
crossbows. 

VII.  Types  of  halberd,  including  many  richly  etched,  and  a  number 
gilded,  some  of  which  are  apparently  not  represented  even  in  the  most 
important  public  museums  of  Europe. 

VIII.  Rapiers  of  the  XVI-XVII  centuries  whose  hilts  are  richly 
engraved,  gilt  and  sculptured,  and  in  excellent  condition. 

IX.  Actual  gear  of  ancient  warfare  or  of  hunting  which  has  not 
before,  or  rarely  before,  been  offered  at  public  sale,  e.  g.,  cases  in  which 
early  ammunition  was  carried,  a  princely  gun-chest,  an  early  folding  camp- 
stool,  holsters  for  early  pistols,  XVII  and  XVIII  century  bullet  molds 
and  gauges,  XVII  century  glass  hand-grenades,  and,  of  similar  period, 
"cartridges"  of  grape-shot.  Also  XV  century  "crowns  of  flame"  which 
were  tossed  like  quoits  from  the  castle  wall  at  the  heads  of  attacking 
soldiers,  or  defenses  of  chain  mail  for  the  groin,  or  a  superb  XVI  cen- 
tury Venetian  leather-covered  shield  richly  decorated  and  unfaded. 

X.  Authentic  specimens  of  the  workmanship  (see  List  of  Artists 
Represented)  of  about  a  hundred  artist  armorers,  including  some  of  the 
worthiest  names  in  Germany,  Austria,  Italy,  Spain. 

XI.  Arms  and  armor  of  high  provenience.  Polearms  of  the  state 
guard  of  Maximilian  II,  of  Saxon  Electors,  of  the  Emperor  Ferdinand, 
of  the  princes  Liechtenstein,  of  Maria  Theresa  and  of  Francis  I :  swords, 
pistols,  morions  of  the  court  of  the  Saxon  electors  August,  Christian  I,  II, 
Johann  Georg  I,  II:  pistols  of  Charles  III  of  Bourbon:  shield  of  the 
state  guard  of  Prince-Archbishop  of  Salzburg:  pennon  shafts,  guns  and 
pistols  blasone  with  arms  of  many  quarterings,  a  number  of  which  are 
here  identified. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  present  sale  merits  the  attention  of 
all  who  are  interested  in  this  important  field  of  ohjets  d'art.

All  metal  parts  spar- 
ingly enriched  with  delicate  bands  of  pearls,  flowers  and  foliation; 
at  basal  support  of  breech  the  ornament  in  Adams  style  gives  us 
closely  the  date  of  this  object,  as  also  shape  of  rosette  at  butt.  Both 
barrel  and  lockplate  bear  the  signature  of  the  maker  Barbar.

Self-charging  Flintlock  Pistol  German  (f),  About  1700 
Barrel  whose  section  alternates, — octagonal,  square,  octagonal, 
sixteen-sided,  and  round.  Lock  of  early  type  with  curious  safety 
attached  on  the  outside  of  the  lockplate  from  flange  at  base  of  ham- 
mer; this  region  of  hammer  and  lockplate  decorated  with  a  design 
of  tulips  and  foliation,  with  a  similar  design  occurring  on  the  steel 
mounting  of  the  butt.  In  this  pistol  a  curious  and  very  interesting 
system  of  self-loading  is  developed  which  provides  from  reserves 
in  the  stock,  front  and  back,  bullets  and  powder  for  half  a  dozen 
shots.  The  loading  mechanism  is  operated  from  the  trigger  guard, 
which  is  released  by  a  spring  behind  the  trigger;  by  throwing  open 
this  trigger  guard  to  the  right,  the  hammer  is  reset,  the  frizzen 
dropped  into  place,  and  at  the  same  time  two  cylinders  are  rotated 
in  the  base  of  the  barrel,  as  can  be  seen  outwardly  by  the  rotation 
of  two  screwheads  and  rosettes:  by  the  rotation  of  the  hinder 
cylinder  a  passageway  is  opened  so  that  powder  passes  from  handle 
into  the  base  of  barrel;  by  similar  device,  causing  a  rotation  of  an- 
terior cylinder,  bullets  are  passed  into  position  in  front  of  the 
charge.  The  closing  of  the  lever  causes  the  hinder  cylinder  next  to 
serve  as  a  breech  block,  and  to  open  the  anterior  cylinder  so  that 
the  bullet  and  powder  come  together;  a  small  opening  in  the  rosette 
surrounding  the  hinder  cylinder  is  probably  associated  with  the 
priming  pan.  It  appears  that  during  this  operation  the  thumb  of  the 
user  must  cover  the  outer  opening  in  the  stock  through  which  the 
bullets  were  passed  into  the  reserve  chamber.  This  highly  ingenious 
pistol  bears  the  signature  Jean  Pail  Cleff.    Length  20".

Blade  bolo-shaped,  provided  with  parallel  lateral  grooves  which 
extend  nearly  to  tip  of  blade.  Handle  forms  almost  a  loop  for 
the  hand,  the  pommel  region  developing  around  the  little  finger 
in  the  form  of  horse's  head.  Grip  region  was  originally  covered 
with  separate  plates  of  ivory  or  wood  whose  thickness  is  indicated 
by  rivets  still  remaining. 

Note:  Swords  of  this  kind  are  known  fronn  tombs  on  the  coast  of  Spain 
especially  from  region  of  Barcelona  southward.  Specimens  of  this  quality 
and  degree  of  preservation  are  found  in  the  museums  of  Barcelona,  Paris 
(Pauilhac),  British  Museum,  and  Hispanic  Society  of  New  York.  Best 
example  is  in  Museo  Archeoiogical,  Madrid.  Cf.  Sandars,  H.,  Weapons  of 
the  Iberians,  Archaeologia,  1913,  V.  64,  205-294,  12  pis.  and  bibliography. 


Calendar  Sword  South  German,  1 590-1610 

Double-edged  blade  of  Damascus  style,  beautifully  etched  with 
the  names  of  the  saints  of  each  day  of  the  year.  The  months  are 
given  their  Latin  names  and  separated  by  the  signs  of  the  zodiac. 
Preservation  excellent.  Hilt  damascened  in  silver  and  gold  with 
foliation  and  silver  pegs  laid  down  on  a  closely-scratched  field. 

Note:  Calendar  blades  date  from  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  century. 
They  enabled  their  possessor  to  know  at  a  glance  to  which  saint  he  should 
especially  appeal  on  a  day  of  danger.  Authentic  specimens  are  rare.  Five 
are  known  in  American  collections, — one  formed  part  of  the  Carlton  Gates 
collection  in  Yonkers;  two  are  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art;  a  fourth 
exists  in  a  private  collection  at  Riverdale,  and  the  fifth  was  sold  in  1924  in 
the  Keasbey  Collection.

The  element  of  the  hilt 
which  includes  the  quillons  is  high  and  develops  lobate  processes  of 
which  the  quillons  form  right  and  left,  and  from  the  middle,  a 
special  finger  rest  arises  which  extends  down  on  one  side  and  is 
supported  at  the  shell;  this  element  is  designed  to  give  the  hand  a 
firmer  purchase,  for  while  the  thumb  secures  a  natural  support  in 
the  median  line  on  one  side,  the  fore-finger  clasps  the  finger  rest 
and  bends  itself  forward  against  the  shell  of  the  guard.  This  de- 
sign was  evidently  an  experimental  one.  No  other  specimen  is 
apparently  recorded.    From  collection  of  Prince  Carl  of  Prussia.

66.  Epee  DE  ViLLE  Munich  {?)  Workmanship,  Early  XVII  Century 
Blade  bears  the  inscription:  In  Mini.  The  hilt  is  an  ob'jet  d'art  of 
high  order,  elaborately  and  minutely  sculptured  in  steel  with  panels 
of  late  renaissance  foliation  and  tendrils  separated  by  bunches  of 
acanthus  leaves  and  scrolls;  originally  blued.    It  is  safe  to  say  that 

,  0  one  has  rarely  examined  an  object  richer  in  finest  sculptural  detail. 
'  The  present  ornamentation  was  doubtless  effected  by  means  of  the 
chisel  work  on  soft  iron,  when  the  object  was  case  hardened,  be- 
coming highly  carbonized.  It  is  quite  probable  that  the  present 
work  is  a  chef  d'a'uvre  of  the  Sadeler  atelier  in  Munich.  As  evi- 
dence of  thoroughness  of  workmanship  one  should  observe  that 
the  same  care  of  detail  has  been  given  to  the  inside  strapwork  of 
the  guard  as  to  the  outside.

Guard  and 
pommel  bear  a  series  of  chiseled  striae;  at  tips  of  quillons  scrolled 
ornaments  and  at  sides  of  guard  fleur-de-lys  within  anneau.  Mark 
(Stautler)  at  base  of  blade  near  false  guard.

Wheellock  Rifle  XVIII  Century 

With  percussion  "works"  adapted  during  early  nineteenth  century. 
Heavy  arm  (14  lbs.),  suited  for  deer  or  chamois  stalking.  Barrel 
bears  inscription  inlaid  in  silver  Mayer  in  W'len,  a  signature  occur- 
ring also  on  lockplate  of  original  wheellock.  Stock  of  walnut  richly 
grained,  furnished  with  a  socket  covered  by  sliding  base  at  the 
butt  for  housing  extra  pieces  of  pyrites.  Decoration  of  scroll-shaped 
traceries  inlaid  in  silver,  and  with  escutcheons  and  leaves  in  mother- 
of-pearl  and  brass;  at  base  of  cheek  guard  encrusted  areas  and  lines 
of  horn  and  mother-of-pearl,  and  on  this  face  of  the  stock  has

been  inserted,  as  an  ornamental  peg,  a  much-worn  incisor  of  a  stag, 
evidently  a  hart  of  many  points.  Base  of  butt  suggests  to  an  Amer- 
ican collector  a  Kentucky  rifle,  as  do  also  various  incrustations 
of  brass :  trigger  guard  of  original  pattern,  with  curiously  sunken 
areas  for  the  fingers,  a  peculiarity  suggested  also  by  a  deep  thumb 
socket,  brass-bordered,  whose  sunken  face,  carved  in  scales,  en- 
ables the  thumb  to  secure  a  better  hold,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
keep  out  of  the  way.

two-thirds  of  barrel.  Lock,  probably  Viennese,  bears  late  renais- 
sance foliation;  frizzen  and  pan  of  great  width;  heavy  hammer 
nicked  on  its  back  to  permit  introduction  of  steel  bar  which  rotates 
into  position,  as  safety,  behind  hammer.

Converted  into  percussion  during  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  when  it  was  also  provided  with  flash  guard.  Barrel  hexag- 
onal; its  anterior  two-thirds,  scarred  on  upper  surface  file  fashion 
so  as  to  prevent  slipping  of  gripping  hand.  Stock  heavy,  its  con- 
tour suggesting  the  Kentucky  rifle,  but  with  original  manner  of 
supporting  cheek  when  gun  is  sighted,  a  great  concave  rounded  out- 
lap,  no  less  than  7"  in  height,  extending  downward.  Trigger  guard 
in  manner  of  wheellock  rifles.  Thumb  socket  present,  deeply  con- 
cave, enabling  firm  grip  and  keeping  thumb-nail  flush  with  surface 
of  stock.  Obviously  an  arm  of  precision  designed  for  an  expert 
marksman  who  was  an  experimenter  and  also,  by  the  way,  left- 
handed.

Austrian,  First  Half  XFIII  Century 
Length  of  barrel  39.8".  Of  light  model  and  of  small  caliber 
(.43"),  the  three  barrels  being  "bunched"  in  triangular  fashion, 
each  bearing  at  base  pan  and  frizzen  and  revolving  into  place  at 
release  of  spring.  On  each  barrel  the  signature  Tilman  Kevcks. 
Hammer  and  engraving  of  early  type  suggesting  beginning  of  eigh- 
teenth century,  or  end  of  the  seventeenth,  as  does  also  shape  of 
stock.  Latter  is  of  cherry  and  divided  into  longitudinal  zones  by 
crisp  mouldings.  Inset  lines  of  brass  wire  on  sides  of  stock  sug- 
gest also  early  date. 

Note:  The  present  specimen  is  an  excellent  forerunner  of  revolving  gun. 
It  may  be  noted  that  while  three  or  more  barreled  revolving  pistols  occur 
not  infrequently,  revolving  guns  of  this  early  date  are  rarissima:  in  fact  no 
other  of  the  quality  and  condition  of  the  present  specimen  appears  to  be 
recorded.

Barrel  31.5"  (calibre  .62")  ;  octagonal,  bearing  at  its  base,  inset  in 
silver,  the  signature  JVirsing  a  Dresde,  also  an  antique  head  and  a 
baroque  ornament.  A  beautiful  lock  is  present,  engraved  with 
large  close-set  medallions  of  interlaced  foliation;  the  one  is  espe- 
cially beautiful  which  covers  the  wheel  which,  by  the  way,  sets  into 
lock  flush  with  lockplate;  the  second  medallion  covers  the  base  of 
the  hammer,  thus  protecting  the  fingers  of  the  hunter.  Head  of 
the  hammer  is  also  entirely  guarded  by  an  oblong  plate,  as  a  flash 
guard,  this  richly  engraved  with  classical  warriors,  drum,  flags, 
within  a  frame  of  foliation.  Main  part  of  lockplate  bears  a  charm-

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ing  landscape  of  Dresden,  taken  from  across  the  bridge,  showing 
the  various  churches  and  houses  of  the  city,  behind  the  river  god, 
who  leans  upon  a  shield  inscribed  Dresden.  Handsome  stock  sculp- 
tured with  foliation  in  baroque  manner;  its  upper  rim  slightly  in- 
dented for  thumb  socket  which  in  specimens  75  and  80  (of  later 
date)  became  so  deeply  grooved  that  the  thumb  could  not  only 
get  a  firmer  hold  but  be  protected  and  out  of  the  way  within  the 
level  of  the  stock.  Socket  for  pyrites  present,  its  cover  decorated 
with  alternating  bands  of  horn  and  wood.

83.  Air  Gun  Austrian,  XVlll  Century 
Excellent  specimen  of  a  curious  type  of  gun,  whose  makers  vainly 
endeavored  to  dispense  with  gunpowder, — even  as  early  as  the  XV 
century.  Indeed,  during  the  eighteenth  century  it  seems  to  have 
had  considerable  vogue,  and  names  of  makers  are  recorded  in 
France,  England  and  Germany.  The  present  specimen  has  reser- 
voir for  compressed  air  within  stock,  not  within  separate  spherical 
container  in  neighborhood  of  the  lock.  Present  specimen  may  be 
one  of  those  which  in  Austria  were  used  for  military  service,  though 
it  bears  no  signature.  It  is  of  small  calibre  (.5"))  with  barrel  about 
29"  long.  This  unscrews  and  an  air  pump  was  fastened  in  place. 
A  rare  arm.

84.  Transitional  Snaphaunce  Rifle 

Baltic  Provinces  f,  Dated  1722 
Light  sporting  rifle  (7.5  lbs.);  barrel  35.5"  long,  with  a  calibre 
of  4.5".  Lock  with  depressed  hammer  of  Russian  or  Scandinavian 
pattern,  curious  in  having  a  separate  pan  cover  under  and  articu- 
lated with  the  frizzen.  The  latter,  as  a  safety  device,  can  be  rotated 
outward,  holding  its  place  by  means  of  a  spring  on  the  pan  cover, 
*  — suggesting  naturally  the  earlier  snaphaunce.  Decoration  of  lock 
in  marginal  lines  and  foliation.  Stock  richly  decorated  with  inlays 
of  brass,  foliation,  figures  of  men  and  beasts,  elaborately  engraved 
and  profusely  ajoure.  On  cheekplate  of  stock  appears  a  trainer  of 
lions  standing  on  a  globe  within  a  trophy  of  banners  (Swedish  ?)  : 
below  this  the  signature  Schwertiger  fecit  1722.  Arm  of  unusual 
mechanical  interest  and  of  high  quality, — no  more  richly  decorated 
specimen  of  this  rare  period,  in  fact,  appears  to  be  recorded.

85.  Short  Flintlock  Hunting  Rifle  German,  1 750-1 800 
Intended  probably  for  youth,  who,  incidentally,  was  probably  blind 
in  right  eye,  as  one  infers  from  curious  curvature  of  stock.  This 
small  arm  is  admirably  designed  and  executed.  The  barrel  is  only 
16.5"  long,  while  its  calibre  is  .6".    The  decoration  of  the  arm  in- 

■^ludes  incrustations  of  gilded  brass  in  charming  design  and  treatment. 
Gold  inlaid  baroque  traceries  on  barrel,  a  saintly  personage  at  the 
near  sight,  nearby  coat-of-arms  of  count,  at  the  neck  of  stock  hunting 
scenes,  personages  in  classical  costume,  hounds  with  boar,  doe  and 
stag,  hunters  on  foot  and  on  horseback.  The  bronze-gilt  mountings 
are  exceptionally  heavy  throughout  and  are  richly  gilded.

Note:  Casques  similar  to  the  present  are  known  sparingly  {e.  g.,  in  the 
Arsenal  at  Graz)  in  civic  arsenals  and  were  worn  by  officers  of  the  state 
guard.

The  type  of  file  lines  present  on  the  neck  region  and  crest, 
together  with  fashion  of  thumb-plate  releasing  the  ventail,  confirms 
Augsburg  workmanship.    Weight  8  lbs.

Maximilian  Armet  South  German,  15 10 

Of  "ape  face"  model.  This  rare  form  belongs  in  series  of  gro- 
tesques produced  by  German  armorers  during  first  years  of  XVI 
century,  during  the  phenomenal  vogue  of  mummeries,  in  which 
armor  was  used  as  civil  costume.  Maximilian  headpieces  are  known 
suggesting  heads  of  beasts  and  birds  of  various  kind,  as  well,  of 
course,  as  human  faces  whose  features  were  expressly  exaggerated 
with  beards,  moustaches,  noses,  eyebrows. 

In  the  present  specimen  the  form  is  given  rather  in  the  proportions 
of  the  visor  whose  squat  muzzle  suggests  clearly  the  face  of  a 
monkey,  in  which  grinning  teeth  are  suggested  by  vertical  slots. 
A  rare  feature  of  the  present  helmet  is  not  only  its  vertical  breath- 
ing apertures  here  noted,  but  in  its  small  perforations  surrounding 
the  muzzle.  Chin  element  of  this  casque  is  short,  but  in  neck 
band  rather  tall,  terminating  in  the  early  Maximilian  way  by  an 
up-hammered  rim  marked  off  by  double  file-lines.  Bowl  of  helmet 
broad,  flattish  at  top,  globose  at  forehead;  double  crest  is  devel- 
oped, low,  ornamented  with  double  file-lines  disposed  obliquely; 
back  of  helmet  fluted  with  nine  bands  on  either  side,  the  fluting 
terminating  abruptly  in  mid-transverse  line  above  and  in  an  occipital 
band  below,  the  double  fluting  above  having  been  terminated  by 
punched  crescents.  Neck  defense  of  three  lames  decorated  with 
twelve  flattened  groovings;  these  groovings  extend  to  the  border  of 
the  third  or  terminal  lame,  ending  in  scallop-shaped  border.  Apical

PENNON  SHAFTS 

PENNON  SHAFTS,  used  in  XVIl  and  in  beginning  of  XFIII  century, 
in  processions  or  carried  by  squires  at  ring-running.  Objects  of  considerable 
ceremonial  importance,  hence  elaborately  decorated. 

In  present  specimens,  decorative  brass  shaft  heads  bear  (save  in  one 
instance)  coats  of  arms  finely  engraved.  They  are  Austrian  and  date  from  the 
second  half  of  the  XVII  century  to  the  early  years  of  the  XVIII.  First  objects 
of  their  quality,  apparently,  to  have  crossed  the  sea;  the  only  similar  specimens 
noted  in  catalogues  of  public  sales  abroad  ivere  from  the  Johannacum  in 
Dresden,  dating  from  the  time  of  Augustus  the  Strong.

Note:  The  two  following  banners  are  not  designed  only  for  religious 
processions,  as  in  the  case  of  flags  of  various  confreries,  but  are  Austrian 
"house-banners,"  which  served  to  display  heraldic  emblems,  or  to  picture  a 
religious  device  of  the  family.  They  decorated  the  great  hall  of  the  castle 
and  were  borne  by  state  guards  on  occasions  of  ceremony, — or  in  war. 
Specimens  of  this  kind  have  rarely  been  preserved,  and  rarely,  indeed,  fine 
their  way  to  public  sale.

Inflammable  ring  made  up  largely  of  pitch,  which  was  thrown  down 
quoit  fashion  from  the  walls  of  the  castle  on  the  heads  of  an  esca- 
lading  party.  Diameter  8".  The  present  specimen  may  well  date 
from  an  early  period  (XV  century)  when  the  use  of  such  inflam- 
mable materials,  "Greek-fire,"  reached  its  highest  development, 
later  to  be  replaced  by  artillery  and  firearms.  The  present  speci- 
men was  discovered  tucked  away  under  the  eaves  of  the  castle  X.

Note:  Shields  of  this  type  were  carried  by  guards  of  honor,  secular  and 
clerical,  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  sixteenth  century.  It  is  known  that  the 
Prince  Archbishop  of  Salzburg  had  a  group  of  these  Venetian  shields  in  his 
palace,  from  which  have  been  obtained  specimens  now  in  European  national 
collections,  e.  g.,  in  the  Wallace  collection.  Two  similar  shields  are  in 
American  collections,  of  which  one  is  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  It 
may  be  added  that  the  present  shield  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  Oriental 
shields  of  this  period,  although  produced  undoubtedly  under  Oriental  influence 
in  the  Italy  of  the  sixteenth  century, — when  daggers  in  the  Oriental  manner 
were  in  vogue,  bows  and  quivers,  head-dresses  and  fabrics.  The  present 
specimen  shows  its  occidental  origin  in  various  ornamental  details  as  in  the 
Italian  ornament  near  the  boss  of  the  shield  and  in  the  steel  rondelle  under- 
lying the  umbo.

MODELS    OF  CANNON 

Note:  The  following  numbers  Include  models  of  cannon  dating  from  the 
end  of  the  XVI  to  the  third  quarter  of  the  XVIII  century.  These  models  are 
obviously  the  work  of  gun  founders  who  produced  cannon  for  service,  casting 
them  by  order  as  playthings  for  the  sons  of  high  personages  who  understood 
at  the  same  time  their  usefulness,  e.  g.,  in  stimulating  and  directing  an  interest 
in  warfare.  With  miniature  parks  of  artillery,  a  young  noble  in  those  days 
drilled  his  playfellows  in  manoeuvring  and,  like  the  modern  boy,  shot  off 
cannon  whenever  occasion  offered, — birthdays,  holidays,  celebration  of  arrival 
of  honored  guests.  These  models  are  still  preserved  in  the  entrance  halls 
of  old  patrician  houses  in  Central  Europe.  In  many  cases,  however,  the 
laffettes  of  these  decorative  cannon  are  modern;  in  the  present  instances  all 
are  of  the  period.

Lockplate  conceals  the  mechanism  of  the  wheel 
and  is  engraved  with  a  stag  hunt  interestingly  composed:  on  guard 
of  cock  appear  stags  at  rill.  Stock  of  hard  wood  (probably 
mahogany)  carved  with  baroque  traceries  and  curiously  burned  in 
lines  to  simulate  coarse  graining:  and  further  decorated  with  mount- 
ings in  brass  gilt  richly  engraved  and  ajoure.  The  lid  for  the 
pyrites  chamber  is  decorated  with  insets  of  horn  of  different  colors. 

Note:  Kaspar  Zelner,  gunsmith  of  emperors  Joseph  I  and  Karl  VI,  also  of 
Saxon  court,  is  represented  in  the  Dresden  Gewehrgalerie  by  splendid  specimen.

Furnished  with  a  drum  ("chamber")  of  bronze  to  contain  eight  car- 
tridges which  are  passed  into  the  chambers  from  in  front  through 
a  deep  groove  on  the  under  side  of  the  stock.  The  revolving  opera- 
tion of  the  drum  is  accomplished  by  hand  after  a  spring  fastening 
is  released  at  the  front  of  trigger  guard.  Drum  is  divided  on  its 
surface  into  sections  by  longitudinal  bands  of  steel,  each  section 
with  its  separate  pan  at  breech  and  with  small  sliding  cap,  snap- 
haunce fashion,  each  pan-cover  held  in  position  by  separate  spring. 
Frizzen  of  great  length  in  the  manner  of  snaphaunce  frizzens,  its

sparking  surface  being  almost  at  right  angles  to  its  stalk,  which  is 
of  great  length  and  provided  at  its  base  with  spring  to  hold  it  in 
position.  Lock  closely  engraved  and  sculptured  with  flowers  and 
foliation,  the  centers  of  the  flowers  being  arranged  for  the  heads  of 
screws  which  hold  the  lock  in  position;  hammer  decorated  in  similar 
manner,  of  curious  form  since  it  bends  over  the  stock  so  as  to  meet 
frizzen  near  median  line.  Trigger  guard  and  butt-mounting  deco- 
rated in  similar  manner  with  flowers  and  foliation,  butt-mounting 
sending  forward  a  long  process  which  strengthens  the  ridge  of  the 
stock.  Decoration  of  stock  in  lac  in  the  manner  of  chinoiserie 
furniture  of  the  late  seventeenth  century;  in  the  present  case  this 
lac  ornamentation  shows  foliations  and  a  flying  water  bird;  at  base 
of  stock  the  usual  flint  holder  whose  cover  slides  in  position  flush 
with  surrounding  surface;  on  side  of  stock  opposite  lock  one  notes 
the  usual  cheek  ridge  developed;  also  an  ornamental  plate  deco- 
rated in  similar  fashion  to  lockplate. 

The  present  specimen  is  an  arm  of  high  quality,  of  extremely 
rare  pattern  foreshadowing  the  revolving  pistols  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  A  gun  in  the  Berlin  Museum  is  of  similar  model,  but  in 
quality  is  inferior  to  the  present  specimen.

They 
still  retain,  but  in  coarser  workmanship,  the  fashion  of  the  late 
sixteenth  century.    A  combination  arm  of  princely  quality.

Barrel  39.4"  long;  calibre  .65";  octagonal;  at  breech  engraved 
with  tendrils  and  foliation,  where  the  initials  M.  S.  occur,  also 
owner's  stamp  at  side  of  barrel,  the  royal  crown  above  monogram 
C.  L.  Lock  of  high  quality  of  workmanship,  enriched  everywhere 
with  engraving;  on  hammer  fire-dragon's  head,  from  which  pass 
out  spiral  processes  which  serve  as  aid  to  raising  and  depressing 
hammer;  lock-plate  shows  small  relief  showing  combat  of  dragon 
and  grotesque  bowman;  on  wheel  plate  the  double  eagle,  and  on 
lockplate  a  hunter  running  to  give  the  coup  dc  grace  to  a  boar  held 
in  play  by  hounds;  in  the  corner,  reminiscently  Gothic,  appears  a 
frightened  rabbit  which  climbs  from  danger  on  a  delicate  tendril. 
Stock  of  pearwood  inlaid  in  the  richest  manner  with  late  renaissance 
medallions,  strapwork,  lambrequins,  animals,  canopies,  arches,  and 
human  figures, — those  on  the  stock  in  mother-of-pearl,  producing 
an  effect  of  great  luxury:  the  two  major  themes  of  composition  on 
single  plates  of  ivory  are  Diana  as  musician  charming  the  unicorn, 
and  on  cover  of  pyrites-holder  Diana  sounding  her  horn.  Trigger 
guard  and  all  remaining  metalwork  of  the  gun  were  gilded  en  plein. 
Double-headed  eagle  engraved  on  the  butt-plate.  A  museum  piece 
of  great  merit. 

Note:  The  artist  signing  his  initials  M.  S.  is  doubtless  Martin  Sussebecker, 
b.  in  Liegnitz  1593,  d.  1668  in  Dresden  where  he  had  become  a  citizen  and  a 
court  gunmaker.  Two  specimens  of  his  work  are  preserved  in  the  Gewehr- 
galerie.

Length  43".  Barrel  32.4";  calibre  .63",  richly  carved  on  its 
upper  surface  in  similar  manner  and  doubtless  by  the  same  artists 
who  prepared  the  barrel  in  pistols  No.  238.  It  is  again  deeply 
afi'd  crisply  sculptured  with  figures  framed  in  niches,  seven  in  all, 
the  lowest  representing  a  king,  the  second  the  sun  god,  the  third 
fire,  the  fourth  moon,  the  fifth  the  stars,  the  sixth  war  (?).  In 
the  uppermost  niche  a  female  figure  (Hebe  or  Peace)  offers  a  cup 
of  wine;  between  these  medallions  are  again  animals,  stork,  owl, 
plover,  squirrel,  in  the  midst  of  long-stalked  herbage.  In  front  of 
the  near  sight  is  a  small  escutcheon  bearing  the  letters  V.  R.  above 
the  large  letter  T,  beside  which  are  small  rosettes.  Near  breech 
appears  second  deep  poingon  representing  doubtless  the  mark  of 
the  barrel  maker  as  opposed  to  decorator;  on  this  appear  one  above 
the  other  the  letters  E  C.  Lock  suggests  that  of  pistol  No.  238. 
Stock  also  richly  carved  in  dark  wood  as  before,  in  this  case  without 
having  the  heads  and  figures  in  elephantine  work;  instead  of  this 
the  shaft  here  bears  tendrils,  leaves  and  hunted  animals.  Below

the  lock  is  a  charmingly  carved  hunting  scene  together  with  two 
young  men  in  late  seventeenth-century  costume,  holding  coursers  in 
leash,  one  of  the  hunters  carrying  his  hawk.  On  stock  near  butt 
appear  stags,  hound  and  captured  bird:  on  opposite  side  a  monkey 
and  a  landscape  with  a  South  German  tower  and  a  barque,  the  boat- 
man rowing  a  lord  and  lady  who  sit  in  state  in  sheltered  seat:  nearby 
stag  and  hound  reappear.  On  side  of  barrel  owner's  monogram 
C  L  under  princely  crown. 

Note:  The  artist's  initials  V.  R.  may  here  represent  Valentine  Rewer,  d.  in 
Dresden  about  1730,  court  gunsmith.

Maucher,  and  who  has  signed  a  similar  gun  in  the  Caldwell  collec- 
tion, now  exhibited  In  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  Barrel 
octagonal,  decorated  only  by  punch  work  at  breech  and  mouth; 
length  30.75",  calibre  .6".  Lock  of  excellent  workmanship,  deli- 
cately enriched,  signed  M  (Maucher)  ;  cock  decorated  with  dol- 
phins; wheel  plate  engraved  with  a  design  of  children  kneeling  on 
a  fallen  wolf;  on  lockplate  combat  of  stag  and  hounds.  Stock 
carved  with  utmost  richness  showing  ornamental  acanthus  borders, 
scrolls  ajoure,  panels  of  hunting  scenes,  boars,  bears,  lion,  cheru- 
bim, apes,  hunters,  all  amid  rich  foliation.  Especially  Interesting 
Is  the  full  relief  of  a  tusker  who  emerges  from  the  base  of  stock 
and  forms  guard  for  the  side  of  trigger.  On  stock  appears  a  large 
Inlay  in  mother-of-pearl  showing  the  double  eagle  of  Austria  sur- 
mounted by  ducal  crown.  Great  richness  Is  added  to  the  design  of 
the  stock  by  the  insertion  of  numerous  carvings  of  Ivory  In  the  form 
of  panels;  here  appear,  for  example,  in  charming  detail  scenes  In 
the  life  of  St.  Hubert,  hounds  and  hares,  costumed  figures  of  the 
epoch,  the  fate  of  Acteon,  with  Incidental  vines  and  flowers.  On 
lower  border  of  butt,  on  plate  of  ivory,  the  motto  Gott  mit  uns. 
The  socket  for  pyrites  is  covered  with  an  ivory  plaque  representing 
Fame  as  nude  figure  with  foot  on  sphere;  figure's  navel  is  push-button 
for  opening  slide-cover;  above  figure  Eros  on  swan.  Boeheim 
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(Meister  der  IV ajj enschmiedekunst ,  pp.  129-130)  knew  of  but  seven 
specimens  of  Maucher's  work,  of  which  six  are  in  the  National 
Museum,  Munich.  He  states  "all  Maucher's  work  shows  uncom- 
mon adroitness  and  vivacity, — withal  graceful  and  correct.  They 
belong  among  the  most  costly  objects  which  can  be  found  in  collec- 
tions. As  engraver  of  pictures  as  well  as  in  the  field  of  arms 
Maucher  also  made  his  mark  .  .  ."  Boeheim  appends  Maucher's 
bibliography.

Italian,  Early  XVI  Century 
Wide  blade  bearing  star-shaped  poingon.  Guard  of  steel  gilded; 
pommel  of  bronze  incised  with  foliation;  grip  of  ivory  perforated 
or  rosaces.  Scabbard  of  the  period  decorated  with  lines  of  tool- 
ing. The  present  hilt  has  been  demounted  and  restored,  one  of  the 
ivory  plates  being  modern. 

Belonged  at  one  time  to  M.  Edmond  Orville,  who  organized 
the  Retrospective  Exhibition  of  Arms  in  Paris  in  1889.  The  scab- 
bard, while  the  only  genuine  one  of  this  type  of  sword,  we  believe, 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  is  of  separate  origin,  having  belonged  to 
a  well-known  connoisseur  in  Munich,  who  discovered  it  in  Genoa.

219.  Knightly  Sword  North  Italian,  1450- 147 5 

Splendid  specimen,  with  blackened  hilt  and  with  richly  ornamented 
scabbard, — without  restoration  of  any  kind.  Length  41.7".  Blade 
"^no  less  than  2.7"  wide  at  guard,  tapers  to  acute  point,  diamond- 
shaped  in  section,  with  faces  slightly  concave;  poincon  of  unknown 
master  appears  on  one  face  on  each  side  of  blade.  Pommel  1.8"  in 
diameter,  i.i"  thick;  pill-box  shaped,  with  beveled  concave  margins 
decorated  with  file  work;  on  obverse,  ajoiire,  sculptured  in  steel, 
St.  George  and  the  dragon,  which  at  one  time  was  probably  enclosecl 
in  a  frame  of  latten  (or  gold?)  ;  on  reverse  IHS  in  Gothic  letters. 
Grip  of  cuir  hoiiilli,  black  and  hard,  with  transverse  cord  lines  and 
with  most  of  the  marginal  outcrop  which  primitively  formed  a  flap 
over  edge  of  guard;  this  is  one  of  the  few  fusees  of  its  period  which 
have  come  down  to  us;  its  "feel"  to  the  hand  is  extraordinary. 
Guard  with  transverse  quillons,  thick,  band-shape,  twisting  abruptly 
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at  tips  right  and  left;  at  tips  oblique  file  lines,  other  decoration  in  file 
lines  occurring  near  edge  of  blade  and  along  quillons,  of  technical 
interest;  attached  to  hilt  leaden  seal  of  armory. 

Scabbard  encased  in  hardened  leather,  plain  on  one  side,  on  the 
other  richly  sculptured  and  incised,  and  here  provided  with  sockets 
for  knife  and  skewer.  Decoration  in  the  form  of  interlaced  Gothic 
tendrils  and  foliation  in  repeated  pattern  coiling  snake-fashion  down 
the  scabbard,  all  executed  with  remarkable  skill,  and  showing  in 
relief  against  a  punctuate  background.  Point  of  blade  has  found 
its  way  through  the  tip  of  scabbard,  and  the  leather  has  suffered 
slightly  at  one  side  of  the  lip  of  scabbard.  Otherwise  this  superb 
arm  is  intact. 

The  present  specimen,  for  its  period,  has  no  rival  in  the  matter 
of  high  quality  and  remarkable  preservation  on  this  side  of  the  At- 
lantic and  few,  indeed,  in  the  ancient  collections  of  Europe.  The 
knightly  sword  of  the  Meyrick  collection,  now  in  the  Riggs  Bene- 
faction in  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  is  more  graceful  in  form,  but 
is  poorer  in  quality,  is  somewhat  worn  and  lacks  its  scabbard.  The 
hilt  of  the  present  sword  gives  an  impression  of  extraordinary  rich- 
ness with  its  original  fire-blacked  surface  and  polished  grip  intact, 
as  it  left  the  hand  of  its  owner  nearly  five  centuries  ago.

220.  Gothic  Crossbow  Tyrolese,  XV  Century 

With  original  "fish-bone"  bow,  cord,  shaft,  stirrup.  The  last  bears 
a  poingon.  Compound  bow  retains  almost  entirely  its  sheathing 
^of  snakeskin.  The  decoration  of  the  shaft  includes  contrasting 
colors,  white,  black  and  yellow,  the  first  produced  by  incrustation 
of  bone,  the  black  by  horn,  and  the  yellow  by  the  wood  of  the  shaft, 
which  is  apple-wood  (?).  In  its  further  decoration  Gothic  points 
are  developed  in  the  inlays  of  bone  and  horn.    Present  specimen 
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was  spanned  not  by  goat-foot  or  crique  as  in  later  times,  but  by  a 
belt  loop,  whose  notch  is  present.  Curious  tackle  at  yoke.  Extraor- 
dinary rarity  and  in  untouched  condition.

221.  Spurs  (Pair)  Late  Gothic 

For  tilting.  Having  wide  necks  enclosing  mullet;  model  in  vogue 
at  end  of  XV  or  beginning  of  XVI  century.  The  present  speci- 
mens belonged  to  the  expert  Leber,  of  Vienna,  at  one  time  director 
of  the  Imperial  Armoury.  It  is  rare  to  find  one  spur  of  this  kind 
which  is  not  a  "dug-up,"  let  alone  a  pair.

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231.  Gothic  Throwing  Axe  German,  XV  Century 

Head  angular,  filed  in  longitudinal  ridges,  cutting  border  of  axe 
becoming  almost  the  side  of  a  spearhead;  at  its  base  a  hole  for 
attachment  of  thong.  Shaft  authentic,  with  carved  chape-like  areas, 
pierced  at  butt-hole  for  attachment  of  loop  by  means  of  which  this 
arm  could  be  hung  at  saddle  bow. 

We  need  hardly  mention  that  this  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most 
aberrant  types  of  polearm.  A  specimen  occurs  in  the  Dino  collec- 
tion in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art;  only  one  other  is  known 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  In  all  we  know  of  four  specimens  in 
European  collections.  The  present  object  is  from  the  collection  of 
Prince  Carl  von  Preussen.

232.   Salade  and  Baviere  German,  Late  XV  Century 

Salade  with  long  neck  defense;  decorated  with  file  work  and  latten 
rivets.  Bowl  tall,  closely  modeled  in  the  neck  region,  where  it  de- 
velops sharp  median  keel;  comb  of  moderate  height,  flat  top,  bor- 

A  •  dered  on  either  side  by  pair  of  longitudinal  file  lines  developed 
»  somewhat  as  roping.  Median  aperture  present  for  plume  holder, 
together  with  openings  in  front  and  behind  to  which  were  fixed  the 
rivets  which  held  in  place  metal  base  for  plume  holder,  which  was 
provided  probably  with  keyhole-like  border  to  form  a  strong  sup- 
port for  crest-holder.  Movable  visor,  of  low  model,  in  height  only 
2"  at  extreme  point,  where  sharp  median  ridge  is  developed  similar 
to  that  appearing  in  neck  region  and  continued  on  the  helmet  above 
ocularium,  to  become  gradually  flattened  out  on  the  comb;  sides 
of  visor  delicately  developed,  the  ridge  forming  lower  border  of 
ocularium  becoming  moulded  inward.  Branch  of  visor  about  i" 
wide,  terminating  at  pivot  in  a  rosette-shaped  lobe  ornamented  with 
file  work;  on  either  side  of  ocularium  a  crisp  pointed  ornament. 
Ornamental  file  line  extends  completely  around  timbre  at  level  of 
brow  strap  to  which  padded  lining  was  sewed.  Lower  border  of 
helmet  delicately  outrolled,  narrow,  excellent  in  workmanship, 
heaviest  near  peak  of  visor  and  fading  away  at  neck, — on  the 
Gothic  principle  that  the  weight  of  the  armor  should  be  distributed 
accurately  where  needed.  At  sides  of  bowl,  just  above  the  up- 
rolled  rim  at  base  of  helmet,  small  openings  are  disposed  two  by 
two,  three  on  either  side  and  at  the  angle  at  neck — through  which 
threads  were  passed  fastening  the  lining.  A  similar  pair  of  small 
apertures  arranged  vertically  occurs  also  at  sides  of  visor.  Within 
the  bowl  of  this  salade  the  small  loop  of  leather  is  still  present  by 
means  of  which  the  headpiece  was  held  in  place  and  prevented  from 
being  tilted  too  far  forward.    Length  15.75";  weight  5  lbs.

The  Baviere  accompanying  this  headpiece  is  the  tilting  model, 
of  great  breadth  and  weight  (5  lbs.).  Composed  of  three  elements, 
— pectoral  plate  for  attachment  to  breastplate,  chin  piece  and 
ventail.  The  lowest  element  is  broad  and  was  kept  in  place  by  means 
of  bolts  which  passed  through  the  plate  in  its  median  line  as  indicated 
by  two  rectangular  apertures  of  different  sizes;  of  this  plate  the 
inferior  border  developed  seven  ornamental  points,  upper  border 
five.  Chin  plate  closely  modeled  to  the  head;  bears  an  early  repair 
in  red  copper;  attached  to  pectoral  element  by  single  rivet  in  median 
line;  its  two  lateral  rivets  are  blind  (by  this  device  the  head  could 
be  slightly  bent  from  side  to  side).  Ventail  gracefully  modeled, 
its  lower  border  with  five  ornamental  points;  articulated  at  the  sides 
by  brass-headed  rivets;  it  may  be  lowered  by  release  of  spring  pin 
at  the  right;  upper  border  heavily  and  gracefully  reinforced  as  a 
moulding  whose  angular  finish  is  still  beautifully  preserved. 

Although  this  salade  bears  no  mark,  it  is  obviously  the  work  of 
a  master  armorer  and  probably  belonged  to  a  harness  poingonne 
only  on  breast  or  back.  Its  graceful  form,  excellent  material  and 
fine  borders  suggest  the  workmanship  of  Konrad  Seusenhofer,  court 
armorer  of  Maximilian  I.

PISTOLS 

233.  WiiEELLOCK  Pistol  German,  1550-1600 

Decorated  dag  of  relatively  early  period,  having  shaft  plaque  in 
black  horn  relieved  by  incrustations  of  white  bone  arranged  in  lines 
and  bands  outlining  panels,  in  which  separate  ornaments  appear, 
those  of  the  melon-shaped  ball-butt  showing  in  bone  medallion  por- 
traits  in  contemporary  and  earlier  costume.  In  this  particular  region 
three  panels  are  separated  from  one  another  by  ornate  bands,  brass 
gilded,  repousse  in  renaissance  ornament  of  strapwork  and  beading. 
In  the  general  treatment  of  the  stock  the  longitudinal  bands  of  bone 
are  decorated  in  guilloche;  on  major  spaces  additional  ornaments 
appear  in  the  form  of  separate  plaques  engraved  with  leaf  work, 
medallions,  scrolls,  rosettes,  masks  and  animals.  No  poingon  ap- 
pears, but  the  work  is  evidently  Saxon.

A  richly  decorated  dag  of  early  period;  barrel  bears  a  Saxon  poincon, 
and  on  the  lockplate  the  mark  of  a  spur.  Barrel  hexagonal  almost 
its  entire  length,  developing  at  its  breech  tang  of  extraordinary 

^___l£ngth,  proceeding,  in  fact,  as  far  as  the  butt.  Lock  enriched 
*  with  engraving  on  hammer,  border  of  lockplate  and  on  various 
attaches,  notably  on  the  pan  cover  which  develops  an  early 
renaissance  mascaron;  shoulder  of  wheel  case  bears  a  cast  ornament 
in  bronze  gilded,  on  which  cherubs  are  pictured  holding  a  garland 
around  the  winder.  All  attaches  of  the  lock  appear  to  have  been 
richly  gilded,  the  gilding,  however,  now  retained  only  on  the  rotating 
safety  bar.  Stock  is  encased  in  a  veneer  of  black  horn  against  which, 
as  a  foil,  an  ornamentation  in  white  bone  has  been  employed;  this 
ornamentation  takes  the  form  of  bands  engraved  en  torsade,  and  of 
a  scroll-pattern  enclosing  acanthus  bands  which  are  supplemented 
by  delicate  border-lines  in  white  horn.  Ball-butt  enriched  with  medal- 
lions and  bands  of  bronze  gilt.  On  great  panel  of  the  stock  oppo- 
site lock  appear  decorative  rosettes  and  inset  figures,  dog  catching 
hare,  hunter  in  contemporary  costume  rushing  to  seize  his  falcon 
which  has  just  killed  its  prey.  Ornamental  support  of  ramrod 
shows  renaissance  mask  and  scroll.

A  Louis  XIV  pistol  richly  decorated.  Barrel  circular  in  section, 
slightly  dilating  at  the  mouth,  at  breech  becoming  octagonal  in  sec- 
tion; upper  three  faces  of  barrel  here  beautifully  ornamented  with 
acanthus,  Greek  honeysuckle  and  delicate  incised  foliation;  on  upper- 
most  face  three  marks  appear  inset  in  latten,  bearing  lion  rampant 

Vy^^  ^  and  name  Gille  Deselier.    Lock,  similar  in  delicate  ornament,  bears 

»  also  the  signature  G.  Deselier.  Trigger  guard  and  butt  plate  elabo- 
rately treated  in  similar  taste,  the  terminal  boss  modelled  as  a  lion- 
headed  mascaron,  with  a  fine  frame,  sculptured  in  steel,  developing 
honeysuckle  and  acanthus. 

Especially  noteworthy  is  the  counter  plate  of  lock  which  bears  a 
sculptured  and  ajoure  design  of  strapwork,  with  foliation  and  lion's 
heads  arising  from  head  of  Bellona  (?).    Length  (overall)  20.5".

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236.  Pistol  Holsters  (Tv^^o)  XVII  Century 

For  wheellock  dags. 
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37-   WiH'ELLOCK  Dag  German,  About  1560 

Curious  model  designed,  it  is  said,  for  shooting  over  rampart  or 
trenches.  This  rare  type  is  known  in  specimen  in  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art,  in  Riggs  collection.  Barrel  short,  9.2";  (calibre 
at  mouth  .6")  ;  base  hexagonal,  ornamented  by  transverse  file  lines 
and  a  butt-band  criss-cross;  nearby  appears  the  poingon  of  Nurem- 
berg, above  it  the  letter  N,  below  on  separate  poingon  a  stag 
rampant.  Similar  marks  occur,  by  the  way,  also  on  lockplate 
where  the  stag,  however,  assumes  the  position  courant,  having 
above  it  in  this  poincon  the  initials  K.S.  Lock  of  usual  type 
of  ornamentation:  pyrites  holder  of  heavy  model,  decorated  with 
mascaron  engraved;  and  the  same  type  of  carving  occurs  on  dolphins 
which  form  the  ornament  of  case  of  wheel.  Stock  bent  abruptly  so 
that  grip  lies  almost  at  right  angles  to  barrel.  It  is  of  apple  wood, 
decorated  with  panels  whose  margins  are  formed  by  inlaid  bands  of 
bone  ornamented  by  roped  design;  within  the  panels  appear  figures 
and  medallions;  on  ball-butt  central  ornaments  are  mascarons;  on 
bone  band  at  neck  of  butt  is  a  design  of  fruit  and  foliation;  on  the 
plaques  near  breech  of  barrel  are  long  mascarons  viewed  in  profile 
below  renaissance  scroll;  at  base  of  trigger  the  bone  plaque  bears 
head  of  lady  in  costume  of  the  period.  At  tip  of  ramrod  and  on 
its  adjacent  plate  is  an  ornamental  acanthus  design;  side  of  stock 
opposite  the  lock  is  ornamented  broadly  with  scrolls  of  coarse 
arabesques  in  which  appear  dolphins,  mermaid,  rabbit,  leaves  and 
fruit.  Attached  to  stock  is  a  leaden  seal  bearing  on  one  side  the 
initials  H.  K.  and  on  the  other  a  princely  coat  of  arms.  A  very 
rare  piece  in  good  condition.

38.   Wheellock  Pistols  (Pair)  German,  XVII  Century 

A  superb  pair  whose  barrels  are  richly  sculptured,  and  whose  stocks, 
of  dark  wood,  are  everywhere  boldly  carved,  having  part  of  the 
ornamentation  of  figures  and  busts  relieved  with  bone, — heads, 

^''^rms  and  legs.  Barrels  19.3"  long,  calibre  .47",  upper  face  sculp- 
tured everywhere  with  renaissance  designs  and  panels;  at  base  of 
barrel  appears  bishop  with  his  crozier,  above  in  similar  panels  angel 
with  lute,  Diana  and  Ceres  (  ?)  ;  between  these  panels,  amid  verdure, 
appear  stork,  pigeon,  owl,  delightfully  and  crisply  represented 
against  punctate  background.  At  base  of  barrel  appear  the  ini- 
tials H.  A.  surmounted  by  a  star.  Lock  similar  to  barrel  In  work- 
manship; its  plate  covered  everywhere  with  leaves  and  long  leaf 
stalks;  here  again  are  initials  W.  H.  surmounting  a  star.  The  richly 
carved  stock  shows  complete  figures  at  base  of  barrel, — female 
figures,  one  playing  a  flageolet,  another  holding  a  truncheon, — head,

arms  and  legs  carved  in  bone,  appearing  in  bold  relief  against  the 
dark  background.  Remaining  figures  show  helmeted  classical  war- 
rior and  bonneted  contemporary  nobleman,  whose  face  and  throat 
appear  in  bone.  Some  of  these  figures  of  especial  artistic  merit  as 
specimens  of  seventeenth  century  sculptured  miniatures. 

Barrel  similar  to  the  present  exhibited  in  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art,  from  the  Riggs  collection. 

Note:  In  his  catalogue  of  the  armory  of  Schloss  Dyck,  1906,  v.  Ehrenthal 
identifies  the  initials  W.  H.  as  of  a  master-gunsmith  of  Swabian  Gmund.

Dags  of  high  importance  in  any  series  of  richly  decorated  firearms. 
Barrel  octagonal  at  base,  sharply  ridged  in  outer  half,  the  two  zones 
separated  by  a  sculptured  design  of  acanthus  leaves,  a  design  re- 
peated at  the  base  of  the  barrel  near  which,  in  a  small  shield,  appears 
^  O,-  the  poingon  A  (Augsburg).  Lock  of  excellent  workmanship,  but 
plain,  decorative  motifs  of  acanthus  leaves  and  scrolls  appearing 
only  on  safety  and  at  base  of  barrel.  Stock  of  dark  wood  carved 
boldly  with  hunting  scenes  of  many  types;  on  lower  region  of  stock 
appear  German  renaissance  strapwork,  angels,  cherubim,  caryatides, 
and  a  gentleman  in  rich  costume  of  the  period,  the  latter  with  great 
decorative  brayette.  On  stock  are  carved  escutcheons  and  medal- 
lions with  busts  of  noblemen  and  women;  at  the  butt  the  double- 
headed  eagle;  below  barrel  a  tall  figure  in  relief  of  Leda  and  the 
swan.  On  the  side  are  prongs  for  attaching  pistol  to  belt  or  saddle. 
Pistols  of  similar  type  in  the  Royal  Gewehrkammer  in  Dresden.

Superb  specimens  of  the  art  of  a  great  master  arquebusier  of  the 
end  of  the  seventeenth  century,  evidently  commemorative,  and  or- 
^      dered  by  a  grandee  of  Austro-Hungary,  commemorating  victories 
/O^O  2X?X-the  Turks,  for  on  the  barrel  of  one  of  these  pistols  appears 
'  V'lena  liberata,  and  on  the  other  Bitda  supcrata.    In  richness  of 
decoration  and  of  its  type  the  present  brace  of  pistols  has  no  rivals 
on  this  side  of  the  water,  and  few  abroad.

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240.  Concluded 

Barrel  octagonal  in  section  at  base,  bears  here  the  signature 
G'lo.  Batt.  Francino  framed  in  floral  arabesques  engraved  finely. 
The  lock,  quite  snaphaunce  in  character,  is  a  model  of  rich  Brescian 
sculpture  in  steel;  hammer  formed  at  its  base  by  mermaid  beautifully 
sculptured,  on  whose  acanthus-leaved  fishtail  rides  a  cherub  blowing 
horn;  head  of  mermaid  forms  support  of  flint  carrier  which  devel- 
ops acanthus  leaves;  screw  which  terminates  the  hammer  is  sculp- 
tured delightfully  en  rosace.  Frizzen  again  is  a  model  of  Brescian 
facility;  at  its  base  a  dragon  draws  back  in  order  to  strike  at  an 
ape  who  shrinks  away  and  flings  himself  closely  against  back  of 
frizzen;  in  each  case,  of  course,  the  mechanical  needs  of  the  situa- 
tion are  scrupulously  preserved, — the  ape  is  the  bracket  strengthen- 
ing the  frizzen,  and  the  head  of  the  dragon  forms  the  guard  which 
prevents  the  frizzen  from  being  thrown  too  far  backward  at  dis- 
charge of  piece.  Pan  is  in  similar  manner  sculptured  with  no  little 
art, — a  mascaron  terrified  at  the  flash,  gapes  downward  wide-eyed, 
its  acanthus-shaped  whiskers  rolling  outward  and  downward  so  as 
to  complete  the  strength  of  the  bracket.  At  base  of  lockplate  is 
again  a  charming,  boldly  sculptured  design, — Hercules,  singularly 
youthful  in  appearance,  strangles  the  Nemean  lion.  The  bold 
relief  in  all  of  this  steel  sculpturing  is  carried  to  such  a  degree  that 
the  major  pieces  become  ajoure.  Treatment  of  steel  butt-caps  is  in 
keeping  with  the  sculpture  of  lock;  a  band  broadly  chiseled  shows 
again  the  horn-blowing  cupid  who  rides  a  reluctant  dragon;  a  second 
inner  zone  has  foliation  ajoure  against  a  background  of  ruby  velvet. 
Terminal  boss  has  the  lion  crest  of  Liechtenstein  (?)  below  Elec- 
toral crown;  forming  lower  frame  to  this  design,  richly  chiseled  in 
steel,  is  collar  of  an  order. 

Stock  of  rich  burl  of  walnut  plaque  in  broad  steel  bands;  these 
bands  ajoure  to  a  degree  which  suggests  the  finest  lace, — a  perfect 
network  of  traceries,  scrolls,  flowers,  acanthus  motives,  birds — even 
finest  details  enriched  with  engraving, — cupids  with  eyes  bandaged 
shooting  at  random,  and  lilies.  The  same  ajoure  treatment  lace-like 
in  fineness  appears  at  the  supports  of  the  ramrod  whose  terminal  is 
developed  as  a  little  objet  d'art,  delightful  in  Brescian  ingenuity  of 
design;  its  tip  a  late  baroque  ornament,  its  base  an  S-shaped  stud 
in  broad  ajoure  foliation.  Trigger  guard  is,  as  one  might  expect, 
again  a  masterly  development  of  the  arquebusier's  fancy, — cupid 
again  blows  his  horn  and  rides  his  balky  dragon;  and  at  base  of 
trigger  as  a  strengthening  bracket  appears  dwarf  dolphin  trying  to 
free  himself  from  encircling  foliage. 

A  review  of  sales  catalogues  indicates  that  no  brace  of  pistols 
in  best  condition,  of  this  period  and  of  such  quality,  has  hitherto  ap- 
peared in  public  sale.    Another  evidence  that  the  objects  were  pur-

chased  on  special  order  by  an  Austrian  prince  is  indicated  not  only 
by  the  inscriptions  already  noted,  but  also  by  a  double-headed  Aus- 
trian eagle  which  is  developed  in  steel  tracery  opposite  lock.  At 
base  of  barrel  is  stamped  a  princely  crown  with  initials  C.  L. 

Note:  The  artist  who  executed  the  present  pistols  was  a  member  of  a  dis- 
tinguished family,  rivals  of  the  Cominazzi,  working  like  the  latter  both  at  Gar- 
done  and  at  Brescia  (C/.  Boeheim,  Meister  der  tVaffensclimiedekunst,  pp.  70- 
71,  receiving  orders  from  the  magnates  of  the  seventeenth  century.  Specimens 
similar  to  the  present  one,  and  signed  by  the  same  master,  are  preserved  in 
Schloss  Ambras,  and  a  signed  gun  of  similar  workmanship  is  in  the  collection 
of  the  imperial  house  in  Vienna.

Lock  in  bright  steel 
beautifully  incised  and  sculptured;  the  pivot  of  hammer  in  the  form 
of  a  medallion  richly  sculptured,  with  gilded  background;  at  base  of 
hammer  a  medallion  portrait;  below  pan  the  poingon  repeated,  the 
crown  and  F.  R.  Mountings  of  lock  of  the  richest  possible  descrip- 
tion, in  steel  and  silver;  the  escutcheon  plate,  with  eagles,  crown, 
mascaron,  horns-of-plenty,  bears  again  in  fantastic  letters  F.  R.  On 
stock  opposite  lockplate  an  especially  elaborate  ajoure  ornamental 
design  in  steel,  with  classical  medallion,  dolphins,  foliation;  here 
even  the  head  of  screw  which  holds  the  lock  in  place  is  a  model  of 
artistic  chiselry.  Background  everywhere  richly  gilded,  even  lining 
of  pan.  Steel  butt  deserves  highest  praise,  both  as  to  design  and 
execution;  the  medallions  on  either  side  are  designed  with  extreme 
care,  and  boldly  and  finely  chiseled  against  a  gilded  background; 
the  medallions  developed  as  terminal  bosses  to  the  butt  are  minia- 
tures in  steel  damascened  in  gold,  with  rich  gilded  background,  and 
framed  in  an  elliptical  cadre  of  the  period  with  carved  foliation, 
representing  Charles  III  of  Bourbon  (1748-59),  then  viceroy  of 
Naples,  by  whose  order  the  pistols  were  doubtless  designed.  These 
miniatures  are  noteworthy  for  delicate  execution  and  finish,  showing 
numberless  details  of  costume,  headdress,  jewels.  Order  of  the 
Golden  Fleece;  on  either  side  of  the  frames  of  these  portraits 
occurs  a  ridged  circle  of  ornamentation  from  which  hang  down 
from  swags,  masks,  crowns,  baskets  of  fruit,  richly  and  delicately 
chiseled  against  a  dotted  gold  background.  Trigger  guard  and 
supports  for  the  ramrod  are  developed  and  ornamented  with  similar 
richness;  even  the  plate  at  base  of  trigger  Is  given  delightful  folla- 
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241-  Concluded 

tion,  flowers,  and  numerous  masks.  Delicately  developed  acanthus 
leaves  and  clustered  foliage  add  to  the  extreme  richness  of  this  arm. 
At  base  of  trigger  guard  appears  the  inscription  Michael  Baptista  f. 
The  wooden  stock  developed  as  richly  in  ornament  as  its  metal 
mounts.  At  almost  every  point  it  is  inlaid  with  close  scrolls  and 
tracery  in  silver  wire,  arising  in  a  richly  decorative  design  from  cen- 
tral areas  in  silver  broadly  ajoure;  in  these  central  areas  appear 
monsters,  dolphins,  clusters  of  acanthus  leaves,  and  near  the  termi- 
nals of  these  scrolls  are  usually  lily-like  flowers. 

As  objels  d'art  the  present  specimens  rank  among  the  highest 
creations  of  the  arquebusier  of  the  mid-eighteenth  century,  and  in 
few  museums  of  the  world  are  specimens  which  rival  them.  In  this 
connection  one  recalls  the  pistols  in  the  Louvre,  in  the  museum  at 
Capodimonte,  and  in  the  Imperial  Museum  in  Vienna.  Up  to 
the  present  time  no  specimens  approaching  the  present  ones  in  quality 
and  of  this  epoch  have,  we  believe,  crossed  the  sea.  That  they  are 
in  mint  condition  adds  not  a  little  to  their  general  interest.  Length 
of  barrel  ii.i".

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CANNON    AND    WALL  PIECES 


To  those  who  believe  that  their  collection  of  arms  and  armor 
cannot  be  complete  without  specimens  of  early  artillery  (which  pic- 
ture to  the  mind,  even  of  novices,  "culverins,"  "sakers,"  "demi  cul- 
verins,"  "serpentines,"  "falconets"),  the  present  sale  is  of  peculiar 
interest.  For,  as  experts  assure  us,  nowhere  else  in  the  world  could 
they  obtain  today  such  objects  as  we  now  exhibit, — series  of  cannon 
from  the  early  XV  to  late  XVIII  century, — in  extraordinary  preser- 
vation, of  high  quality  and  of  a  size  which  suits  the  requirements  of 
a  modern  gallery.  Add  to  this  that  they  retain  in  many  cases  their 
original  painted  laffettes  which,  especially  for  the  early  specimens, 
are  supremely  rare  even  in  the  few  remaining  ancient  arsenals. 

HAND  CANNON    The  present  collection  offers  at  public  sale,  so  far 
as  we  know,  the  only  "primitives"  (1500  or  earlier)  in  the  United  States.

In  basal  half  of  barrel  similar  arabesques 
through  which  course  silver  hounds,  rabbit,  hind;  at  base  a  standing 
bear.  Equally  gorgeous  is  lockplate  and  wheel,  borders  are  silvered, 
as  also  various  attaches,  including  trigger  guard  and  holster  clasp. 
Stock  in  full  keeping  with  richly  decorated  metalwork,  inlaid  finely, 
richly  and  fancifully  with  close-set  polychromed,  white,  green,  yel- 
low intarsia,  in  flat  bands  on  sides  of  shaft,  in  spiral  scrolls  re- 
lieved by  numberless  inlaid  figures,  plaques,  medallions  on  under  side 
of  shaft  and  around  ball  butt.  On  the  side  bands — hunters  and 
hunted — delightfully  executed,  with  fineness  extraordinary,  engrav- 
ing picking  out  the  picture  wherever  needed.  On  under  side  of 
stock  on  one  of  the  larger  engraved  plates  of  bone  the  queen  reap- 
pears, city  in  distance;  other  plates  with  winged  figure  on  battle- 
ment and  all  the  material  for  a  Gesnerian  natural  history,  including

elk,  unicorn,  ape,  griffin,  beaver,  ibis,  some  seventy  odd  beasties, — 
when  the  artist  could  think  of  no  further  kinds  he  introduced,  as  on 
the  zones  on  the  ball  butt,  decorative  medallions  bearing  classical 
heads.  On  butt  terminal  plaque  is  a  steel  rosette,  silvered  at  border, 
divided  into  quadrants  and  again  richly  damascened  with  arabesques 
of  silver  leaves  picked  out  in  gold. 

This  superb  arm  has  a  royal  provenience,  coming  from  the 
Gewehrkanimer  of  Christian  I  in  Dresden.  From  its  highly  ornate 
character  it  might  well  have  been  designed  for  the  Elector  in  person.

in  a  socket  in  the  pan  of  the  wheellock.  The  present  cartridge  box 
is  of  wood  with  a  bark  mounting  (fir  tree),  strongly  enclosed  in 
metal  mountings;  all  metal  mountings  etched  with  scrolls,  birds, 
and  roped  borders.  Inside  and  out,  this  decorative  treatment  ap- 
pears; even  the  bottom  of  the  box  is  delightfully  ornamented,  which 
includes  the  little  button  which  here  releases  the  spring  opening 
the  top  of  the  box;  this  top  or  lid  is  embossed  with  shield-shaped 
eminence  on  which  appears  mermaid  finding  her  way  through  maze 
of  closely-coiled  tendrils  and  herbage.

hose  with  ornamental  rosettes,  pourpoint  of  buff  leather,  fine  hat 
with  panache  and  twisted  band,  ceremonial  spear  with  tassel.  Mount- 
ings of  bronze,  gilt,  heavy,  well  fitted,  extremely  ornamental,  show-

Belonging  with  this  object  is  the  leather  carrier,  the  lower  portion 
of  which  bears  the  socket  through  which  passes  the  bronze-gilt  band 
at  the  side  of  the  powder  horn  as  a  fastener;  above  this  is  the  velvet 
covered  chamois  bullet-pouch  which  folds  accordion  fashion  and 
closes  with  flap  and  button;  entire  face  of  carrier  covered  with  black 
satin  enriched  with  gold  galloon  in  a  pattern  of  bands  and  borders. 
It  is  an  extraordinary  circumstance  that  the  soft  structure  of  such  an 
object  should  have  survived,  and  in  such  excellent  condition,  the  pass- 
ing of  two  and  a  half  centuries. 
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285.   Morion  of  Statk  Guard  Saxon,  1595 

Enriched  with  medallions  and  strapwork,  engraved  and  gilded,  and 
with  ornamental  gilded  rivet  heads  on  cheek  pieces  and  brow  band. 
Ear  pieces  as  well  as  casque  retain  original  lining.  In  the  decoration 
^  of  this  helmet  the  arms  of  Saxony  and  Poland  appear  in  medallions 
on  the  tall  crest;  the  great  lateral  medallions  bear  on  the  one  side 
Quintus  Curtius  and  on  the  other  Scaevola  about  to  plunge  his  hand 
into  the  flame, — emblems  of  supreme  patriotism.  Lion-headed  mar- 
ginal rivets  bear  in  nearly  all  cases  original  loops  through  which 
garlands  of  bright-colored  ribbons  or  flowers  might  be  attached  to 
the  headpiece,  a  custom,  by  the  way,  of  great  antiquity  in  Germany 
and  retained  in  parades  of  victorious  troops  even  in  the  Great  War. 
Original  gilding  throughout;  blackened  surface,  however,  retouched. 
Armorer's  mark.    Weight  5  lbs. 

A  good  specimen  of  the  morion  worn  by  State  Guard  of  Christian 
II.  It  is  apparently  the  fourth  of  its  type  to  appear  in  public  sale  in 
America.

Mark  of  Augsburg  ap- 
pears near  point  of  umbril.  Original  lining  present,  of  white  satin 
padded,  with  separate  pads  on  cheek  plates. 

This  type  of  headpiece  is  perhaps  the  most  stately  of  all  of 
those  worn  by  the  state  guard  of  European  royalty  at  the  close  of 
the  sixteenth  century.  They  are  known  today  in  but  few  specimens, 
of  which  we  believe  the  royal  museum  in  Dresden  has  preserved  but 
three.  In  the  United  States,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn, 
only  two  examples  are  known,  one  of  which  is  in  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art.   Weight  4.2  lbs. 

From  its  ornamentation  and  style  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  present  headpiece  was  produced  in  the  atelier  of  Anton  Pfeffen- 
hauser  of  Augsburg,  who  is  known  to  have  produced  for  the  Saxon 
court  a  number  of  gilded  and  blued  harnesses  at  this  period  (1582- 
1594),  and  of  this  style.  Cf.  Boeheim,  Meister  der  Waflen- 
schmiedekunst,  p.  160. 
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287.  Partisan  Saxon,  1600 

State  partisan  of  Augustus  the  Strong,  dating  from  the  period  when 
he  was  elected  King  of  Poland.  Blades  wavy,  arising  from  Saxon 
crown  which  in  turn  is  supported  by  rosette  bearing  the  cross  and 
the  Saxon  swords,  this  in  turn  supported  by  crowned  Polish  eagle 
and  arms  of  Poland;  middle  elements  of  this  partisan  richly  gilded; 
original  tassel  present.

293.  CousA  OF  State  Guard  of  Maximilian  II  Dated  1564 
Bears  his  initials  and  date  1564,  the  latter  above  his  blason  of 
the  ragged  staff  and  briquets  of  Burgundy,  with  the  imperial 
crown;  beside  it  the  motto  Deus  Providebit.    On  the  other  side 

•  occurs  same  device  and  date,  but  with  imperial  eagle  and  crown 
of  the  Golden  Fleece.  Originally,  as  we  know  from  similar  speci- 
mens, this  halberd  was  richly  gilded.  A  rare  p^learm  in  good 
preservation.  Engraving,  signed  by  the  etcher  M., 
is  of  great  precision  and  beauty;  its  shaft  retains  tassels.

This  hal- 
berd is  richly  etched,  showing  everywhere  renaissance  foliation  in 
scrolls  and  bands  on  punctate  background.  On  blade  of  halberd 
appear  on  one  side  under  a  crown  palms,  cross  and  cipher,  on  the 
other  side  the  arms  of  Liechtenstein  under  Electoral  bonnet.  This 
splendid  halberd  resembles  closely  certain  of  the  state  halberds  of 
the  House  of  Austria,  but,  having  belonged  to  a  lesser  house,  is 
a  rarer  object.

Of  large  size,  richly  decorated,  resembling  the  ceremonial  halberd 
of  the  emperor  Mathias  of  Austria.

^  ^^he  one  side  the  arms  of  the  Liechtenstein  under  the  Electoral  crown, 
and  on  the  other  the  hammer  and  peaked  anvil  with  the  device 
Virtute  elvditvr  ictvs  ("virtue  eludes  the  blow").

•  eight  inches  in  breadth,  richly  decorated  with  seventeenth-century 
panoplies,  masks,  and  traceries  above  the  arms  of  Bavaria,  which 
^"^^s  surmounted  by  Electoral  crown  and  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece. 

Present  specimen  is  worn  at  base,  where  it  shows  faintly  the 
initials  W.W. ;  in  similar  specimen  date  16 15  is  present.  This  parti- 
san was  obtained  during  the  last  century  from  the  civic  arsenal  in 
Munich.

Weight  of 
breastplate,  11  lbs.;  backplate,  6  lbs. 

304.  Cuirass  German,  Late  XVII  Century 
Heavy  breastplate,  14  lbs.,  the  backplate  weighing  14.5  lbs.  Fire- 
black,  richly  decorated  with  bright  bands  of  engraved  foliation, 
flowers,  animals, — dating  from  an  epoch  when  decorated  armor 

^  was  used  only  by  those  of  highest  rank.  Both  back-  and  breastplate 

bear  mark  of  testing  ball.  Original  lining  present,  of  red  satin  over 
padded  sheepskin;  at  neck  and  around  arms  red  velvet  ornamental 
bands  margined  with  silver  galloon. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  this  splendid  corselet  was  worn 
in  Flanders  by  a  definite  personage  on  the  staff  of  Marlborough.

Decorated  with  bands  of  ornament  and  roped  borders;  the  orna- 
ments  include  armor  and  arms  of  many  kinds;  as  central  ornament 
appear  Virgin  and  Child  in  glory.

306.  Arm  Defense  of  Page's  Armor  Spanish,  1585 
Includes  cannons,  elbow  kop,  pauldrons  complete;  decorated  with 
bands  of  renaissance  ornament  whose  borders  develop  deeply  ser- 
rated bands  encroaching  on  the  undecorated  fields  of  the  armor. 
The  present  specimen  was  obtained  from  the  antiquary  Bachereau, 
of  Paris,  about  1893,  and  belonged  to  a  series  of  objects  taken  from 
the  royal  armory  in  Spain  and  sold  in  London  in  1839.  It  may  well 
have  belonged  to  a  juvenile  armor  of  Philip  III.

Borders  either  ridged  and  an- 
gular  in  section,  in  Gothic  manner,  or  with  high  roping  with  drawn- 
out  strands. 

Armet  of  early  model.  Bowl  broad,  with  comb  low,  concave,  nearly 
2"  wide,  fluted  with  three  groups  of  three  ridges  on  either  side, 
all  flutings  extending  forward  from  the  occiput  and  terminating 
above  forehead;  numerous  paired  apertures  for  attachment  of  lining.

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tures  arranged  as  ornamental  rosettes;  visor  modeled  to  forehead 
and  base  of  comb;  below  chin  a  single  neckplate,  which  is  wide, 
deep,  angular  over  breastbone.

Breastplate,  heavy,  an  anime,  splinted  in  lower  half  (four  lames), 
retaining  peak,  or  tapul,  at  base.  Over  breastbone,  on  engraved 
medallion,  with  gilded  and  punctate  background,  knight  kneeling 
before  crucified  Christ,  crowned  Virgin  and  Child,  all  framed  in 
broad  late  renaissance  wreath  divided  into  four  divisions.  Peri- 
pheral borders  with  deep  chiseled  lines;  splints  with  serrate  upper 
borders,  deeply  chamfered,  points  decorated  with  bright  rivet  heads.

Backplatc  of  corresponding  style,  with  deep  heavy  garde-reins  of 
six  lames. 

Cuisscs  broad-hipped,  of  twenty  lames,  including  knee-kops.  Orig- 
inal linings,  retaining  straight  border  of  red  velvet. 
Arm  Gear  complete,  with  broad  encircling  pauldrons  of  many  plates 
(12),  crisply  ridged  in  median  line.  Elbow-kops  of  narrowest  form, 
indented  at  junction  of  elbow  and  shell. 

All  parts  belonging  together  and  authentic,  save  gauntlets,  back 
neck-lame  of  helmet,  and  front  neck-lame  of  gorget, — these  probably 
dating  from  1880. 

Needless  to  comment  on  the  rarity  of  such  a  juvenile  harness 
which,  also,  is  of  high  quality  and  remarkable  preservation, — sign 
that  it  has  long  been  kept  in  the  same  place.  Its  interior  is  even 
unrusted,  with  cuisse  linings  intact,  including  garniture  of  ruby 
velvet.  On  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  we  know  of  but  one  other  suit 
of  armor  of  this  kind,  smaller,  it  is  true,  but  poorly  preserved  and 
considerably  restored.
